Dirigible Has 
Been 
Away From King’s 
Bay Base For 
More Than 80

Out of Spitzbtigen more than HO 
hours the dirigible Italia was lost 
today in the icy polar regions with 
feats for

increasing 
hourly. 
Quick to respond to an Italian 
request for assistance the Norwe­ 
gian government promised every 
aid. 
Roald Amundsen, famous N or­ 
wegian explorer, was reporter! in 
conference with

cials to head a relief expedition. 
Last word directly receiver! from 
the Italia at Spit/.bergen more than 
36 hours ago told of the ship fight­ 
ing fog and adverse winds, 
her 
speed being reduced seriously. To­ 
day the wind had veered and was 
blowing from the north. 


King’s Bay, May 26.—( A P ) — 
Fear w*as expressed for the safety 
of the dirigible Italia today when 
the hours passer! without any word 
of the airship’s return from the 
north pole. 
One suggestion w*as that the a ir­ 
ship might have 
collided 
wnth a 
high mountain in northern Spitz- 
bergen during her 
flight 
south­ 
ward through the fog. 
It seemed probable that the a ir­ 
ship’s wireless had 
been 
silenced 
by the cold. The gondola in which 
the apparatus is situated is

and it must have
